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INTRODUCTION. 

T is aflumed that every member 
of The Church will at leaft ac- 
knowledge the duty of Daily 
Prayers, both public and private, to " the 
great God that hath made and ruleth all 
things :" for we are told to "pray with- 
out ceafing;*' "that men ought always 
to pray;" and it is faid of the "Holy 
Church Univerfal," "This is the way, 
walk ye in it," Jt is moreover ftated in 
Scripture, that there is no other way to 
falvation but in the Church,* called therein 

* Chrift never appointed two ways to Heaven, 
nor did He build a Church to fave fome, and make 
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the "Body of Chrift;" "the pillar and 
ground of the truth;" and this Church 
has God's promifes that no weapon formed 
againft her ftiall profper. It is alfo ftated,

Now, in her publick liturgy, the An- 
glican branch of this Church Univerfal, fets 
down and prefcribes the " Order for Mornr- 
ing and Evening Prayer daily throughout 
the Year ;" and direds that " the Curat© 
that miniftereth in every Parifh-Church 
or Chapel, being at home and not being 
otherwife reafonably hindered, ftiall fay 
Morning and Evening Prayer in the Pa- 
rifh-Church, or Chapel, where he minif- 
tereth." " Let our congregations be great 
or fmall, it is our duty to read thefe 
prayers daily." Daily Prayers, then, are 
the defign of the Church : and the duty 
of her members, as well in the Sandluary 
as in the clofet. But the obfervance of 
this law of the Church is rather the ex- 
foundation of the ApofUes, Jcfus Chrift himfelf being 
the Chief Comer Stone ; as continuing ftedfaftly in 
the doflrine of the Apoftles, and in communion and 
fellowftiip with them and their lawful fucceflbrs.

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fception than the rule; and it feems no 
earneftly fought privilege by the many, to 
have prayers in our Churches "daily 
throughout the Year," even fave on thofe 
bccafions when the Clergy "are let by 
ficknefs or otherwife reafonably hindered.'* 
On the contrary it is feared, that " in this 
our time the minds of men are fo diverfe," 
that, fo far from having anxiety to provide 
minifters fufficient for all the fervices the 
Church has appointed, fome amongft us are 
barely willing to confent to the competent 
provifion even of the prefent deficient 
number ; are fcarcely ready to admit what 
"the Lord hath ordained, that they who 
minifter . . . they who preach the Gofpel, 
(hould live of the Gofpel." Daily Pray- 
ers, then, in our Church to be general, 
muft meet with the hearty concurrence and 
fupport of her chief members. Clerical 
and lay; and charity hopeth that, "all 
(bber, peaceable, and truly confcientious 
fons of the Church of England" will ad- 
mit that to ftrive to " cheerfully accom- 

plifti 
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plifh that which Thou wouldeft," would 
be only to acknowledge the debt they 
owe to their Spiritual Mother, that God 
may be their Father * 

Now if Churchmen regard the Church 
and her fyftem in earnefiy as providing i 
difcipline to be ailed up tOy and not merely 
profefled; as fomething whereby to mould 
their conduft and to guide their lives ; if 
Daily Prayers, though not generally read in 
the majority of our Churches, are admitted 
to be part of the Church's fyftem, and the 
duty of her members, though when read 
all cannot avail themfelves of her daily 
invitation; and if the way of Salvation be 
in the Church, then the prayers from her 
Liturgy ftiould be regarded, for family 
and private ufe, as of more than ordinary 
authority and value, infomuch as they 
approach clofely to her fervice and her 
way.

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To arrange Prayers from the Liturgy 
may appear to fome, as ufurping "the 
appointment " which " pertaineth not to 
private men." Certainly it is not here in- 
tended to intrude on the province of the 
Church ; and this Seledbion^ it is hoped, 
will be no abufe of the difcretion intruded 
to her children, fince " It hath ^been the 
.wifdom of the Church of England, ever 
iince the firft compiling of her Publick 
Liturgy, to keep the mean between the 
two extremes, of too much ftifFnefe in re- 
fusing, and of too much eafinefs in admit- 
ting, any variation from it," 

It is prefumed, then, to be making a 
juft ufe of our privileges as members of 
the Church, or fuch at leaft as ftie will 
not objeft to, to form fuch feleftions from 
her Book of Common Prayer for the pur- 
pofes of private, or domeftic worfhip, as 
it is the humble aim of this compilation 
to fumifh ; and fuch prayers are placed 
herein, in continuity, as it hath been con- 
sidered would be ordinarily ufed " daily." 

It 
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It is hoped they may be " well accepted 
and approved." 

In ancient times no focial equivalent to 
the Chriftian principle embodied in the 
formularies and conftitution of the Church 
can be found. Approaching men by the 
avenue of their affe&ions^ it was often 
able to correA abufes and reconcile difcorr 
dant interefts, crying " Peace, Peace," itt 
the midft of civil diflenfions. And in re- 
lation to our own days we are told that, 
" until the Church's intentions are com- 
pletely fulfilled as to her ritual, we do not 
know what the Church really is, or what 
J9ie is capable of efFedling." How alas ! 
in too recent inftances, her judgment and 
authority have been difputed and difobey- 
ed, her " forms of Divine Worfhip, and 
her Rites and Ceremonies appointed to 
be ufed therein," fchifmatically rejefted, 
("though enjoined by the laws of the 
land, and thofe laws never yet repealed") 
is " too well known to the world, aivi 
we are not here willing to remember." 

"Oh 
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" Oh thou afflifted, tofled with tempeft 
and not comforted ... In righteoufnefs 
(halt thou be eftablifhed : thou (halt be 
far from oppreffioh; for thou (halt not 
fear . . . every tongue that ftiall rife againft 
thee in judgment thou fhalt condemn. 
For thy Maker is thine hufband; the 
Lord of hofts is His name; and thy 
Redeemer the Holy One of Ifrael ; The 
God of the whole earth fliall He be 
called." 

It remains only to be faid, that this 
Kttle Book was fuggefted by the " Crofs 
of Chrift," edited by Dr. Hook ; and the 
'* Prayers from the Liturgy," arranged by 
Mr. Gladftone. With thefe admirable 
works the prefent does not profefs to 
compare itfelf. The Prayers and Medi- 
tations from the Holy Bible have been 
conftrufted without any admixture ofjecu- 
lar language, and the compiler is fully 
fenfible of many defefts in his execution 
of a new plan, whereon it is believed, 
neverthelefs, under the guidance of able 

hands. 
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hands, a devotional book of great value 
might be produced. Apart, however, 
from this portion of the work, it is hoped 
that the feIe<ftions from the Liturgy, ar- 
ranged in continuity for daily private, or 
domeftic prayers, with the Seven Peniten- 
tial Pfalms from the early Primers of the 
Englifti Church,* may obtain for it a place 
amongft devotional books ; yet, fhould tKe 
refult be otherwife, fome compenfation will 
be found in the words of tlie Preacher, 
" He that obferveth the wind ftiall not 
fow, and he that regardeth the clouds fhall 
not reap."
